The charges made by Duncan Rdas, 
M.P., for yale-Carlboo, In the Domin- 
ion parliament yesterday received a 
ringing denial from Hon. W. J. Bow- 
ser, attorney-general of the province, 
just prior 'to' the adjournment of the 
legislature yesterday afternoon. The 
charges were flatly contradicted in 
every particular by the first member 
for 'V'ancouver. 

Not only was Mr. Bowser not the 
man who had drawn up the contract 
wliich had been the cau.sc of the re- 
cent influx of Japanese but that con- 
tract, had not been drawn up by any 
member of his llrm. He did not give 
tho Information contained In the con- 
tract to the Conservative organ in 
■Vancouver, the Province, but he had 
received the information to which he 
had later given publicity at a public 
meeting in this city, from a member 
of tho Liberal party resident in Van- 
couver, 

Ross's Statement 

The statement of Mr. Ross as it ap- 
peared in a special despatch from Ot- 
tawa yesterday was as follows: 

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 23. — In the House 
this afternoon something o£ a sensa- 
tion was created when Duncan Ross 
on going Into supply showed that W. 
Ji Bbws^r, , the present ;.attorney-gen-

Toklo, Jan. 23. — ^A motion to "censure 
the government wa.-J defeated In the 
lower liouse of tho diet today by 177 
votes to 168. The dobato on tho mo- 
tion lasted for three hours and a half. 

The debate turned entlreb' on the 
budget, no mention being made of tlie 
emigration association. An unuaual 
feature of tho vote tonight was tlie 
combination of tho reiireseiitatives of 
tho Progressives with the Daido and 
•Yuko parties. The combination rep- 
resented a determined eff.irt of the 
"outs" to defeat tho government and 
force tho re^jignatlon of tho cabinet 
Their failure now ensures tho cabinet 
remaining in power and tho probable 
passage of the budget. The opposi- 
tion speakers In tho debate blamed 
the government for lack of foresight, 
while the constitutionalists held that 
the government was unable to. predict 
any extraordinary conditions. 
■ . i MarQuls Salonjl, the premier, repeat- 
ed In the house the speech he had -al- 
ready . made before the peers. 
. .Til motion tp censure was prepared 
•l)y,;the' Prpgresslye, a^h^ Yuko parties. 
'It declared a' lack of confidence in tho 
cabinet, based on the alleged faulty 
financial measures. When it became 
known that the motion was to bo de- 
bated today the Constitutionalists be- 
gan efforts to ha.sten the arrival at 
Toklo of many of their adliorents who 
had been delayed. It was hardly ex- 
pected that the motion would be car- 
ried. 

A summary of the budget of the 
Japanese government for tho fiscal 
year commencing April 1 next, which 
is to be submitted to tho diet, was ob- 
tained today. The total estimated rev- 
eiluos for the year are put down at 
GICOOO.OOO yen, of which 475,000,000 
yen l.s from ordinary revenue and KO,- 
300 000 yen Is from extraordlnai'y rev- 
enue. The ordinary expendltureB for 
,the year are estimated "at 427,000,000 
y^n, and extraordinary expenditures' 
are 189,000,000 yen. According to the 
estUnatea ,jnade 1.P ,itho :^b,uaget, the 
ordinary.! revenue - exci^e^ls 1 .the last 
year's featimiite by : S0jOO|0>90O yen while 
the extraordinary revenue Is less than 
that of last year by thie sarne amount. 

The ordinary expenditure' Is esti- 
mated to be 14,700,000 yen rrioro than 
It was In last year's budget. Such an 
Increase Is duo to the fact. In tho first 
place, that certain Items of expense 
which wore grouped under the extra- 
ordinary expenditure In the last fiscal 
year Is transferred to tho heading 
'ordinary expenditures." 

Tho extraordinary expenditure is 
estimated at 189,000,000 yen, which is 
less than the last year's estimate by 
15,000,000 yen. This decrease is prin- 
cipally on tho niilltary expenditures. 

Tho sum of 170,000,000 yen Is appro- 
priated for tiie national debt sinking 
fund, of which 38,000,000 yen will )je 
spent for the payiiu-nt of the principal. 
In considering Japanese finances, at- 
tention is called to tlio volume of the 
foreign trade of Japan during 1007. 
This shows that exports and import.s 
amounted, respectively, to 490,000,000 
and 420,000,000 yen, making .the total 
920,000,000, which exceeds. tfeat of the 
previous year by 34,000,000 yen.

Lisbon, Jan. 23.— -(By Courier to 
Gadalozs, Spain) — An abortive at- 
tempt to overthrow the monarchy and 
proclaim Portugal a republic was 
nipped in the bud last night by tho 
prompt action of the government. The 
plot was organized by a small group 
of advanced republicans. As near as 
can be ascertained, the plan was to 
assasslnato Premier Franco and then 
depend for success on street risings, 
supported by secret: republicans, and. 
labor organizations ' armed with' boiiibs 
and revolvers. 

Tlio con.splrators intended to take 
advantage of various festivities to 
carry out the coup 'etat. Tho royal 
family were at VUIa Vicos entertain- 
ing the Duke of Abruzzi. Most of the 
arpiy and navy officers who were in 
the city were attending the gala per- 
formance at the theatre, while many 
of the chief functionaries of state 
were present at a magnificent ball at 
one of the legations. 

The police discovered what was in' 
the wind early in the evening, and , 
surrounded and raided a house where 
the ringleaders in the plot were con- 
ferring. When they broke in the 
rooms the lights were extinguished, 
and in the confusion that followed 
most of the conspirators managed to . 
make their escape. Several of them, 
however, were captured. Including the 
leader, Jao Chagras, a republican 
journalist, who was prominent In the 
republican revolt of 1891. Franca 
Borger, editor of Omundo, and a mer- 
chant by the name of Grendella. A 
case of revolvers and bombs wera 
found in the cellar. 

A general alarm was immediately 
sent out, and while the prISo* 
being taken to the Jails troops" 
to appear from ail- directions. A, 
squadron of cavalry was placed 
around Premier Franco's house, and 
the night passed without further in- 
cident. From papers captured it was 
evident that the conspiracy was bad- 
ly organized and premature. Chagras 
the leader, has always been an active 
revolutionist. After the revolt In 1891' 
he escaped to Brazil, and subsequently 
being pardoned by amnesty returned . 
to Portugal. As the details of the ; 
plot are In the hands of the police 
other arrests are expected. * , 

Premier Franco has established a-, 
rigorous- censorship, so that news of 
the conspiracy may not be learned 
abroad. Outside of Lisbon no dis- 
turbances are reported. The peaceful 
citizens and republicans headed by 
Bernadino Machado are apparently in 
no way implicated In the affair. Tho 
government organ, Dlario lUustrado, 
this morning printed a warning that 
agitators against public order would 
be treated as criminals and ,cnemle^ 
of society. 

By tonight about 40 conspirators 
had been arrested. The police have 
secured evidence of another revolt, 
planned to take place on January 31, 
tho anniversary of the republican re- 
volt at Oporto, if last night's plans 
failed. 

The general political situation la 
marked by increasing .activity on the 
part of the republicans and Miguelltes, 
Senor Miguel has announced that hla 
programme includes the recognition 
of parliament's right of assemblage, 
abolition of tho death penalty and all 
excess of absolution. Owing to the, 
political situation tho preralun\ or(- 
gold is rising rapidly.

In the course of what will probably 
be the last of tlie speeches from the 
Liberal rank.s upon the amendment to 
the speech In reply proposed by J. A.

The speech oC Mr. Oliver, which 'Waai 
of long duration, elicited a telUng re- 
ply from A. E. Phillips, M.P.Pi for the 
Islands. Mr, Phillips quoted! a hum'^^ 
ber of. constitutional .authorities to 
show the false prenaises and conclu- 
sions talcen by Mr. Mac.dpnald and the 
supporters who have followed him. His 
speech was illuminating and' elicited 
rounds pf', applause -from tho ranks , of 
the BoverftnjerJt. 

The membbr for Delta was set right 
on a number of points by both Premier 
McBrlde and Hon. \V. .T. Bowser. A 
number of statements alleging that 
Premier MclJrlde had received support 
in the last in-ovlnci;il election from 
the C. P. r;. recciivod ringing denials 
from the leader of tlu' government.

The attorney gen- 
eral with rcforenco,, to Lleuti-Govor- 
nor 15ewdncy !iad not stated- that the 
iaitet w<is acting strictly against the 
advlc3 of hla ministers. 

Hon.' Mr. Bowser — "I - distinctly 
stated yesterday that Lieutenant Oov- 
(Miior Ucnvdncy in withlioldlng his as- 
S'l-nt oil till! oircasion mentioned acted 
directly against tio; advice of ills lirst 
minister, Hon. Mr. Turner, and' the 
same remark apjiiies to the reserva- 
tion of assent inado by Llout.-Govoni- 
or Macintosh." 

Complains of Report - 
In continuing, Mr., Oliver referred lo 
yet another Instance of the treatment 
which was handed out to the Llboriil 
members by the Conservative press 
of the country. Ho had said yester- 
day that Mr. Bowser had made n 
stiitemcnt before a political gathering 
eoiicernliig an alleged contract be- 
tween a number of Ijlberals and tiie 
Grand Trunk I'acillc to bring In 50,- 
000 JapanoRc to worl; on the latter 
rallwiij'. He li.ad asked wliy thhs 
.statement had not been probed at tho 
recent oiKiulry in ViinciHjvcr and In 
that connection he liad sdid that , the 
IM'ovinclal governmont was reiircscnt- 
cd by counsel at that entiulry. 'I'lin 
paper had (luotod hlin as saying Unit 
th(} provincial govornmoht '^lad not 
been represented."

marks. 

So serious had tho government 
taken tho statonients made and the 
situation la which tliey were now 
involved that they had .summoned a 
meeting and were going to hold a 
smoker where tiio constitutional as- 
pect of the matter would bo dlscuss(Ml 
He gathered from the announcement 
llKit the recourse was to be made to 
the jiiilgment of the performers ;it 
the Grand' and Pantages theatres as 
to the merits of the case. 'Well all 
that he could say was tliat knowing 
this ho had gone to the Grand the 
previous evening and he was not of 
tho opinion tliat any judgment which 
the artists he had seen thera perform 
would, be of much value outside their 
own specialties. 

The attorney general In his remarks 
yesterday had made some slurring re- 
marks about tlie works of Todd.

The premier had stated that the 
Lilierals had had a cliance to bring up 
the matter and dlscuss-.It at the time 
of the Vancouver by-eleotlon, ^nd fall- 
ing that they should, i'ri the wOrds of 
the marriage .service "forever after 
lioia their peace." 

There liad ,not heen sufficient time 
allowed, Mr. Oliver "stated, from the 
announcement of tlie appointment of 
Mr. Bowser as attorney general to 
election day to permit of the matter 
being carefully gone into. The gov- 
ernment had not allowed 24 hours 
more than waa necessary lo comply 
wltii the law. 

Suppose the opposition had put a 
candidate in the Held, what would have 
haiipened. Tiie stalenTcnt would have 
been made that the AlcBrlde govern- 
ment had not acted constit-utioiially 
and you would have come back with 
the same answer as liere, stating that 
tlie lieutenant-governor was acting on 
his instructions. 

With regard to tiiose instructions 
the speaker had been very careful to 
say that tho lieutenant-governor was 
acting on his instructions and had Hot 
defined the latter word. He had ' not 
said sjjeclal Instructions. 

So, for this reason, it the Liberal 
jiarly had allowed an opportunity to 
slip, Mr. Oliver stated that ho did not 
lliink they had done wrong.

Oliver drew attention to a judg- 
ment of the i)ri\y council which set 
aside the statement made by members 
of the government tliat the lieutenant- 
governor is not a representative of tho 
crown but of tho governor-general, 
which he regarded as absurd. 

Tlie statement of the premier to the 
secretary of slate again was referred 
to. On April 11 tlie lieutenant-govern- 
or liad riresumably informed the pre- 
mier that he would not assenl to tlie 
bill. This was some nine or ten days 
before this legislature had adjourned. 
The same day tlie proiiiler had loft, and 
arriving in Ottawa April IC, had mot 
the secretary of state and in a casual 
wav told that gentleman the Natal act 
would not be assented to by the lieu- 
tenant-governor. • ' 

A telegram had been sent twelve 
da>'s later which they tho members 
of the government) ha'V.e endeavored 
to twist 80 as to give tho Idea that 
there were special instructions given 
from Ottawa. . 

Mr. Oliver asserted tbftt there was 
no particular stgniflcanoe in the fact 
that the- lieutenant-governor had writ- 
ten the acting premier informing him 
that tlie bill referred lo must bo left 
out of the bills to which assent was 
to be given. 

Mr. Oliver cited Todd to show that 
when a report of bills for sanction i.s 
sent to the liciilenanl-governor, it is 
the duty of the allornoy-general to 
advise the lieutenant-governor on the 
legal standing of bills. 

The' lieutenant-governor In fact 
iiiii-'W his duty bettiir liiaii the miiiis- 
ti'i's, for, as reiiuired b.\- law, he had 
sent llio message as rciiulriKl. It was 
till,' duly of llie acting premier lo at 
once ha\'<' iiroK-stcd against the refusal 
of the lleutcnaiit-govcrnor to assenl if 
tho go\'erninent was acting in good 
faith. 

AVllh reference to any papers which 
passed lietweon tho lleutcnanl-governor 
and llic governor-general In council 
at Ottav.a, Mr. Oliver slated that it 
ciuild not be argued tiiat the houso 
bail mil the right to di.'iiiand such re- 
(•(u-ds. Ho cited iiullioritics in justi- 
fication of this view. 

Mr. Oliver assorted that Premier 
MclJrido was endeavoring to luirkc tlio 
enquiry now going 011 before the 
house. 

Rosirjn or Bo Responsible 
Tiie atloi-niw-gcnei'iU had informed 
I be lioiita' liiat this was a move of 
the oppo.sltlon lo get Into jiowor. Tiiey 
wlsheii the governineril to resign In 
order that Air. Macdonalil might 1)0 
called iiijoii to form a ministry. Tho 
govern iiu-iit had but two choices. On'o 
was to resign and the other, was to 
accept thii responsibility. 

But was there any reason for tho 
govorniiionl lo ,fen.r that if under such 
circumstances Ihcy should roaign, tho 
leader of tlio opposition would be so 
foolish and so devoid of judgmonL as 
to take the rcHponsibllity for the act 
of the lleuteiiant'governor. If he were 
to, did form a ministry and should go 
lo tho country ho would' como back to 
purllumenl with not two supportera, 1 



On the ether hand had the ministers 
resigned and gone to tho country they' 
would have come back with a full and 
Unanimous following. Thoy would have 
.shown not only Canada bu the whole 
world, that British Columbia was un- 
animous. In its stand on this question. 

With reference to the remark of the 
attorney-gcfneral that the secretary of 
state had' Improperly given out the 
statement of Mr., MtjBridei Wflth regard 
to the governor's :TVlthli(!iidlng 
sent. He thoughts, thati'-itie secretary 
of state was as-gObai'av'jiidge of what 
was his duty; anils ■yyhat|,w^ 
and proper as'v. th'e.-rii/attbrney-general 
after the spectacle itheri hail . made of 
himself tho day TDiBiore^'i^COpp 
hear, hoar.1 ■ '■\[i^'.<n::^'0:'':-" 

What wa.^ the truth: of that circum- 
stance'.' Mr., McBride had assured 
the secretary' of state that the bill 
would not be assented to. The secre- 
tary of state had casually told this to 
one of the ministers at Ottawa. Tho 
latter liad .said that if ho were the 
secretary of state he would not rely 
too much upon tlio statement of Mr. 
McBride, This was the reason for 
llio sending of the telegram which had 
been brouglit down. 

This matter had been decided be- 
tween the premier and the lieutenant- 
governor at least five days before the 
conversation referred to. 

Mr. Oliver stated that there was just 
one way of escape for the government. 
If they could show the house that the 
lieutenant-governor had received his 
Instructions from Otta.wa they might 
escape. 

In House 'of Commons, 

"The premier recognizes this," re- 
marked Mr. Oliver, pausing, "and now 
I am in a position to tell the house 
that today on the floor of the house in 
Ottawa Ralph Smith, member for Na- 
nalmo, asked tho premier whether the 
government had anytliing whatever to 
do witli advising tho lieutenant-gover- 
non of British Columbia -to withhold 
his assent to tho Natal act of 1907. 

"Sir Wilfrid answered that no edvico 
was given to the lleutenant-grfvernor 
on that question. He fuftlfer said he 
would bring down all the ■'correspon- 
dence- tomorrow." (0pp. applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Bowser — ^"What atoout the 
telegrams'/" 

Mir, "'Oliver— "What ^M'^iram.sj" 
Hon. .Mr, Bowserr-^'.'The telegrams 
froin the secretary of state, at, Ottawa 
to hja,. honor the lleuteriahtrgovernor 
here." 

Mr. Oliver— "I am now dealing with 
those telegrams. I am sorry that the 
hon. the attorney-general is so dense. 
(General laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Bowser — "Do I understand 
the hon. gentleman to say that Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier will bring down the cor- 
respondence tomorrow?" 

Mr. Oliver— "I will read the der- 
patch." 

Hon. Mr. Bowser — "Would It be go- 
ing- too far to ask whether it is the 
intention of the government at Ottawa 
to disallow the present Natal act 
which it is 'now proposed to ijass 
through this liouse." (Hear, hear and 
applause.) 

Mr. Oliver read the despatch and in 
response to a 'question .from Mr. Bow- 
.ser informed him-' that It waS a press 
desiiatcli. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser — "Oh." 

Mr, Oliver — 'Tes, it is a press des- 
patch 'and If the government organ, 
the Colonist, has not yet a copy of It, 
It Is a long way 'behind the Times." 
(General laughter.) 

I •'. - Eohoes^'bf the Campaign. 

Mt.'bilver thisn began his peroration. 
In . the face of.tthe statement of the at- 
torney-general, then, a supporter of the 
government and In the confidence of 
the government,, that {here was an 
lnvaai(|n of 50;000 Japanese threatening 
British Columbia, the premier of the 
province went away to Erigland know- 
ing that the, lieutenant-governor, would 
not assent to a bill \vhI6h vyduia; have 
done much, to a'vert; disaster 'In the 
event of, that story bllng true..

Hon. Mr. McBride— "I well know 
what the honorable gentleman would 
like to malce the country ^believe, — that 
the Canadian Pacific railway company 
and another corporation supported this 
government at tlie last election. But 
I deny the staleineiit and say tliat it 
has no foundation in fact." 

Mr. Oliver— "Is it not tlio fact that 
my hon. friend during the electoral 
camiiaign traveled In special trains." 

Hon. Mr. Mclirlde — "Yes, 1 did and 
I jiaid for them."

cessfully urged that if the l<«norable 
the leader of the opposition had been 
sincere in his present attitude ho

Governors are Instructed 
I am not aware, sir, whetlier in this 
case anj- instructions were sent froin 
Ottawa to his honor, the lieutenant- 
governor or not, but I do know tlii.s, 
lhat ' it lias.. not been ..the practice of 
till! .Imperial authorUies to send in- 
structions to tiie govcrnor-f^oneral 
.cilice the year 1S7S, v.'hen tho Marqui.s 
of IjOrne took ofiiee as governor-gen- 
eral of tlie Dominion of Canada. Since 
that time such instructions have been 
omitted when the commission is hand- 
ed to tho governor-.!4ener,al imon his 
appointment to this office. 

Where Does It Lead To ' 
Munro on page 173 of his work deals 
with tlio Letellier case; and points out 
that lieutenant-governors are appoint- 
ed for live years nrtd that under sec. 
59 of tlic B. N. A. Act tliey are not 
r'Miiox'aljlo except for grave cause, 
which must bo assigned. 

Now, sir, suppose that we admit, 
merely for the sake of argument, tliat 
the hon. geiitlemen opposite are. right 
In their contention that under our con- 
stitution tlio lieutenant-governor oc- 
cupies exactly tiio same position as 
the governor-genera! I but if that be 
granted, v.-here dues it land usV On 
page 17(i of Munro's work, we find the 
following language: 

"That where a message Is consiilored 
only partially ilefective or where ob- 
jectioiial.de as tieing prejudicial to the 
general inti.'rests of the Dominion, or 
as clashing with its legislation, com- 
munlcatinn sliouid bo h.-id with the pro- 
vincial government witli respect to 
such measure, and tli.'il in such cases 
tho act should not lie disallowed if the 
general interests iiermit such a course 
until the local government liad had 
an opportunity of considering and dis- 
cussing the objection takeh, and the 
local legislature haa alflo an opportun- 
ity of remedying the defects found to 
exist." 

If, air, tlie iion, tho lirat minister had 
advised his honor the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor to give his ;issenl to this 1)111, ills 
honor wmild not li.ive been at all re- 
quired under our constitution to Krant 
his assent; while he would have licen 
acting .In perfect conforniity with the 
best constitutional practice in t.akiiijj- 
that course. And to say that the hon. 
tho prime minister should fnen and 
there offer his resignation in conse- 
quence of his honor'a refusal, is, to 
borrow the word iiaed so often by the 
ban. member thr iielta, "abaiird." 
(Hear, hear.) And It would be absurd 
in the highest degree.

j The chief witness for the defense 
yesterday was E'ernum Singh, Ku- 
i mar's friend and Ihianclal broker. Ho 
said that his business was that of 
an employer of Hindu labor and that 
lie came to this country with Kumar, 
who was a teacher whose chief tenets 
\vero non-'li^ctulgence In liquor and 
vegetarianism. The witness' had sole; 
charge of all money,.: inattersi t; and- 
helped Kumar In every way ho couldi 
The plaintiff and his companions 
came to stay at the house December 
i;i, and about two weeks before they 
were told that they nmst not smoke, | 
drink or cook meal in the liouse. He | 
charged them rent up to Jnim- I 

ary 1, and after that they were to j 
I)ay Jd.GO per month, or half the 
i'iiuntlily rental of the liouse, Janu- 
ary S they squared accounts, and 
witness still owed plaintiff $1.25. This 
htul come about because the prov- 
isions were largely ordered Joinlly 
and sometimes imid by one and some- 
times by the othci*. - S^v j.&r/ a^ he 
know Kumar had never; received any 
nioney from the plaintiff and he 
knew all about his affairs. Kumar 
had very little money. He seidnio 
went downstairs, as the witness used 
! to j;o down to the kitchen to fetch 
I the food. Before December 13 they 
I had live otlier boarders who came ini- 
der the same understanding as to not 
smoking, drlnUing or cooking meat. 
■ For the defenet! Mr. Mann opened 
his address by saying: ..^ 
■'My friend and I have agreed to 
waive all questions of Jurisdiction 
and other technicalities, and to leave 
to your honor to decide on the merits 
of tlie ease whlcli of the parties Is 
telling the truth, 

"That is a very nice proposition 
that you and your friend have pul ui3 
to me" replied the judge amid tlie 
laughter of the court. 

Jlr. Mann continued that his client, 
in whom he believed impllcUy, wa.s in 
a dlflieult i)OHitlon, as he had to prove 
a negative under oircumstaiices 
vvlilch made it impossible to produce 
direct testiinony other than his own. 
Counsel staled that tho action was 
a deliberate schente which was con- 
cocted by cunning but Ignorant 
minds, and as was to bo expected the 
story 'W'as simple and all tho de- 
tails agreed. -The story -vN'a.s too good 
to be true. The plaintiff told tho po- 
liceman he had paid the ninety dol- 
lars for a month's reTit and afterwards 
said it was fur a year's rent.

The truth of the matter was that 
Kumar, with his Ideas of tempei-anco 
and objections to smoking had made 
himself obnoxious to some of his 
countrymen with the result that this 
case had been b?ousht,,out. of.. spite.'. 

Replying, Mr.:\ Tate* sald^that .the 
entire story as told Iri . court had been 
told lilm by the plaintifC before there 
had been time for any story ,to be 
concocted. He eulogized the Sikhs, 
to which nation liir (^llents belonged, 
as the'cream of tlie Indian races and 
cons|)l(.'uoiis anion;? them for veiaeily 
and straight dealing. India, lie said, 
was overrun with religious fakirs wlio 
maile an easy llvin.t,' ol'f the credulous, 
and said that Kuinar lielonged to this 
class. There was nolliiiig to show thai 
there was any animus against Kumar 
prior to the night when tlie jnen 
were turned out, while Kumnr on the 
contrary had shown animus right 
through and even at tho trial had in- 
sisted on endeavoring to bpsmirch the 
characters of his clients with Insinua- 
tions he had been unable to substan- 
tiate.. He liad' clqsely told the plain- 
tiff that the pqlicb would throw them 
out, ho' had complafnod to the police 
that lie was afraitl of bodily harm 
although he could i)oiiit to no overt 
act or (iven threat, and had deliber- 
ately tried to incite his clients to 
violence with the idea of pre.iudicing 
this case, by throwing their baggage 
wantonly out of the house without 
regard to what it might contain. His 
clients had told a straight story and 
he was entitled to a verdict. 

In giving his decision, Mr. .Tay re- 
marked tliat this wa.s a difhcult case 
for a defendant to disprove even 
though innoceent. and that as tin in- 
terijretcr had to bo used there was no 
opportunity for cffecHvc cross , ex- 
amination which, would. liaye,.helped 
the court. ' ■ ,' , • . 

Badhawa; Singh said He came in 
just at the moment the money' ^vas 
being paid over, and both the pliiin- 
tlff and another witness said tho 
same thing. His honor thou'^ht th.at 
corroboration in such .a detail as this 
showed signs of the' witnesses liaving 
talked over their evidence beforehand 
and eonie to an agreement about it. 
Thus having doubts about their story, 
he felt ho must give the benefit oi: the 
doubt to the defendant and dis- 
miss tho case. ! '

Another prisoner confined at the 
pro\incial jixl] made good his'' escape 
yesterchn- afternoon .shortly after ^^ 
o'clock, and when last si'tju was mak- 
ing Ills way in the direction of SJian- 
ich. The fugitive, a C'owiclian Indian 
named ICflv.-ard. was serving a >'ear'.i 
sentence for as.saiiltirig a. fellow Indian 
at Cowichan In Cictober last, tie was 
a member of a gang working in the 
Qinirry at the rear of the jail, under 
tho charge of tiuards Thomas and 
l^enkctli. Kdward watched his chance 
and when the guards' backs were 
turned slipped lieliind an outbuilding 
and started up the r.iad at a lilgli 
rate of .speed. The iilarni vi'as ini- 
medlatply given and the Indian pur- 
sued, but he had secured a good start. 

Kdward was sentenced to a year's 
imprisonment, and was admitted to 
the jail on October 23. He had 'stUl 
nine months to serve. 

The description of the escaped 
prisoner is: Age, 35; height, 5 feet 4 
inches; welght,'13D pounds; dark com- 
plexion, dark hair and dark brown 
eyes. ' On the right arm is tatooed a 
cross and on the left arm a similar 
design on a stiuaro pedestal, while on 
the right hand over tlie thumb, Is tho 
Bear of a burn. A. reward of $25 has. 
been offered for Information leading to 
Edward's arrest. It is probable that 
he will endeavor to make hlA way to 
Saanlch, where there are a number of 
Indians living.

The provincial government yesterday 
met a largo delegation from Victoria 
and the island generally who laid be- 
fore tliem tlie urgent necessity of com- 
pleting the projected road from Gold- 
stream to Mill Bay as soon as pos- 
sible, .r - 

The government lls'tened^carefully to 
the various points adduced by the 
spcalccrs and pronilsed the matter their 
Immediate and careful consideration. 
Tlie deiegation conslstC'd of Dr. I.,ewis 
Hall, mayor of Victoria; Aid. F. A. 
Pauline, iiresldont of, the board of 
trade of this city; Aid. Richard Hall, 
T. W. Patcr.son, F,, ,B. Peniberton, J. 
A.. a«-ward. W.-,li!,,'ilayward,, M.P.P. 
for Cowichan; jJ. Jardino, M.P.P. for 
EJsquimalt; C. F. ,Todd, chairman of 
the committee of the board of trade, 
having tile nuUtcr in hand; Col. E. G. 
Prior, C. IJ. Lugrin iind the three re- 
presentatives of Victoria in tho legis- 
lature, H. F. W, Behnsen, M.P.P., H. B. 
Thomson, M.P.P., and F. Davey, 
M.P.P. 

The delegation was introduced •" to,, 
the full e.xecutive by H. B. Thomson. 
It took the position that no improve- 
ments to the Sooke road would meet 
the requirements of the situation. It 
was Of the greatest importance for 
Victoria and Cowichan districts as well 
as for all tho .settled portions of the 
island that the road to connect them 
should be at once constructed. The 
cost it was admitted was considerable, 
amounting according to the estimate 
of D. R. Harris in tlie neighborliood of 
from $110,000 to M00,000. It was pointed 
out, liowever, that this might be cut 
down somewhat wlicn tlie contractors 
came to liguro on it. , In any event the 
construction ol' tlie road was of such 
Importance that the cost should not be 
regarded. 

It was further suggested that the 
C.P.R. might be Willing to defray part 
Of the cost in view of the fact that tho 
road will run almost entirely through 
their lands. 

The suggestion was advanced that 
the government should call for tenders 
for the donstruction of a road of a cer- 
tain grade and • character between 
Coldstream and Mill Bay without re- 
quiring him to confine himself to the 
route outlined by Mr. Harris.

The annual report of James L. Ray 
mur, water commissioner, has been 
i prepared and submitted to tho city 
council, showing the year's record of 
the Victoria waterworks and the. addi 
tions made to the system. The report 
is given below: 

Dear .Sirs — I beg to submit my an- 
nual report on the Victoria water- 
works for the year ending 31st De- 
comber, 1907. ■ ' ' 

Tho Nortli Dairy Pumping station 
pumped during 1907, 521,967,040 gal- 
lons, which added to the amount sup- 
Iilied by tiio 12-incli main would give 
un ai)])roximate daily consumption of 
1,900,800 gallons or 56,000 more than 
in 1906, There were also pumped to 
the high levels tl)rough the Yates 
street station 19,27.1,510 , gallons, or 
5,600,000 gallons mdre than "the pre- 
vious year. 

During the year a fence was built 
around Elk and Beaver lakes, and; 
some $12,000 expended on clearing the 
sliores, tho effect of this lias been 
most marked, the Improvement in the 
quality of the water during the past' 
summer being very noticeable. 

Another disastrous fire having oc- 
curred on the 23rd July, the council 
decided to engage Mr. Adams to make 
a further report, and to advise what 
was the best tiling to do undQr the 
present circumstances. . Mr., Adams 
was here during the latter part of Oc- 
tober, and submitted a final report 
dated the 23rd December, In which he 
recommended the Improving of Elk 
lake, the. buildins or a -reservoir on 
Smith's. Hill, also . a high level tank, 
and the. putting in order of the re- 
distribution, This calls for an ' ex- 
penditure of $619,Q00, . and a bylaw to 
borrow this amoant la'tielng submit- 
ted to the ratepayers -oh the. 16th 
Inst. Of this $619,(100 only $90,000 be- 
long to Elk lake proper, the balance 
being common to wJiatever system is 
adopted. , ■ 

The I lawsuit hetween the Bsauimalt 
Waterworks company, and the city 
was finally settled by the privy coun- 
cil deciding in ta.y6r .ot the company.. 

Overtures w^ere then mai^e to the 
Esqulmalt waterwdrlcs company for, 
the. purchase of their holdings, but 
the' price asked was felt by the coun- 
cil to be more than the property was 
worth. 

The Investigations as to a. supply 
from Millstream were finished in 
May, and though' a-'supply of not less 
than 5,000,000 gallons 'daily could be. 
obtained, the storage' facilities are not- 
good, and would be very 'expensive.: 

I am glad to say that the council 
have .acceded to my request that the 
waterworks accounts and records bo 
all kept in this office. A private bill 
is being applied for asking for in- 
creased, powers. 

Tliero were 323 services connected 
in 1907, an increase of 177 over 1906. 

Tlio raiijfall at E'k lake was 27.70. 
Inches, •a.q against 34.50 ia 1906, on 
March IS 'and 20 the lake overflowed 
for 96 hours, and reached its lowest 
level on the 2Sth November. 58 inches. 
On the 3lHt December it had risen 12 
inches, and at this date is still 38 
inches below H. W. Jl.

! ered and clad as we are, the effect 
of climate is greatly modllied. In. all 
but the culde'sl regions the unwlllitig 
earth has been forced to repay tlie 
toil of man by plentiful supplies of 
vegetable fooil. The question of how 
to Iveep the human body in llie great- 
est degree of cflieieuey is one tluu is 
occupying' the scientists of this gen- 
eration. 

investigations lia\ c been cari'led on 
in lielgiuiu, Franco and the United 
States as to the effect on the human 
constitution of vegetables or meat 
diets. The profi^ssors at Brussels 
state tliat tliey •'have become convinc- 
ed that the vegetarian regime is for 
the most part a more rational one than 
the liighly introgenous diet ordinarily 
prevailing in western Europe and 
American."

HOW TO_FLAVOR | 

An otherwise plain dish Is frequent- | 
ly redeemed by tho savory "kitchen ! 
bouriuet" or other llavorlng. The ! 
French excel in a variety of flavors 
tliat are suggestive, but not so pro- 
nounced as to be traced directly to 
the source, by those ])artaklng of" the 
viands. For instance, they cut the 
clove of garlic and use the same knife 
to carve the roast. They cut a garlic, 
or onion, in lialf, and rub the broiler 
or frying pan with it, the flavor being 
barely, perceptible upon the steak or 
chop. Their gravy Is made by choii- 
plng. the third of a small sllver-sklii- 
ned onion very tine, and browning it 
iri a hot skillet with fresh lard or but- 
ter.- Then flour is prlnkled over the 
fat and, browned, about two table- 
spoonfuls of tomato juice is stirred 
into it, and Just a.a it is poured out, 
hot water Js added to thin it to a pro- 
per consistency. The French say good 
cooks do not measure the salt and 
pepper. They know exactly what a 
given, quantity requires. 

Parsley, thyme, one pod of red pep- 
per and a strip of horse radish, tied in 
a bunch, make a savory kitchen bou- 
quet for soup. The bouquet is added 
to beef. 'Chicken, or any kind of souj). 
an'a -is removed before the soup is 
served. The ppd of red pepper should 
have the end clipped off, as the pun- 
gent properties are in the seeds, en- 
cased securely in the skin, and unless 
cut, a whole pod would not impart the 
llavorlng. Parsley is the most.univei - 
sal herb for flavoring and garnishing. 
It is u.^ed on roast meats,' on fried and 
broiled meats and fowl?. . Soups, sal- 
ads and made dishes are liavored with 
chopped parsley, and the edges of 
dishes are garnished witli .the green 
sprigs.

Celery is ah essential In salads, tuid 
once used In soups, few housekeepers 
will dispense with it, wherever ob- 
tainable. Celery salt has somewhat 
superseded the fresh celery. It im- 
parts Just as good flavor, and is more 
convenient. Extracts of all kinds 
have superseded the use of the leaves, 
rinds and seeds once depended upon. 
Orange and sweet bay leaves used to 
be slightly crushed and then dropi)ed 
Into the custard, or whatever wa.< to 
be liavored. Bay lea\'es arc? used in 
soii]i, ill cordials, and custards. I.emon 
)ea\'es liave the same flavor as lU-aiige. 
Two or three leaves of either win llav- 
or a quart of custard or crctini. The 
taste Is the same as the extract, chem- 
ically prepared and cold 

Custards for ice cream and whipped 
ere.im are delicious, when liavored 
with peacii. Small switches or twi.gs 
are stripped of leaves, neatly trimmed 
of liark, tied In bunches of two or 
three, and used to stir the custard, or 
whip the cream. The na\'or is like 
that of ripe peaches. Stone.-; of 
IH-aches may lie cracked, tlu' kernels 
taken out tind used for flavoring ]>eacli 
preserves. Prussic acid exists in peach 
kernels, tiiid in the saji of the tree, but 
the small modicum wliicii the twigs or 
kernels impart is neutral. 

Orange and lemon rinds Impart the 
best flavor when grated directly into 
whatever is to be liavored. The es- 
sence is In the aromatic oil of the rind, 
which Is released when grated. Ice 
cream requiies a double quantity of 
extract, as it lose.s a large percentage 
in freezing. Custards should not re- 
ceive extract until cold, as it evapor- 
ates In the jirocess of cooling. An un- 
written law nialtes vanilla the extract 
above all others fiu- boiled custard. 
The s^nie Intangible reason exists for 
flavoring pear preserve..! with a clove 
Htutk in the bloom end of tho pear; 
and apples with spices of ciluiamon 
bark boiled in the s.\rup.

White mustard seeds 
Impart fine flavor and are very delic- 
ious^ ; i . 

. .i'.Cltroh '.or, ;watermelon rind preserves 
aF^'^.'rtaybred 'with ginger. 'Plio white 
Jaltialcavginger not only imparts rich 
.flavor,''.biit Is ornamental to the pre- 
'sorve'6. -' Mint is tho flavoring for roast 
lamb. ■ Tho ' fvegh mint leaves are 
crushed or cut, and to one handful of 



leaves, four tablespoonfuls of good ol- 
der vlni?gai- inu.?t be added. 

Pulverized ctiyenne pepper in tiny 
pinches is much used by the French 
and Germans in soup, salad or any- 
thing that calls for black pepper to 
season. — Vic's Family Magazine. 



EMERGENCY HINTS 



Jlelt a small lump of butter in a 
.serving spoon over the lamp. Add a 
.teaspoonful of common coal oil and 
pour slowly down the throat. This 
.gives Instant relief in croup. 

When a cinder Hies into one eye 
Immediately close the other eye, put 
finger on It to keep it closed. Then 
Iteep injured eye open as far as pos- 
sible. Don't give in, but keep it up. 

In case of lockjaw, warm a small 
quantity of spirits of turpentine and 
pour upon the wound. Relief will fol- 
low in less than a minute. 

To remove a bug from tlie ear, let 
the patient lie down witli bug side up. 
Then drop in water, a drop at a time, 
slowly. As tho water rises the bug 
will work out unless llrmly held by 
wax. In which case a syringe or for- 
ceps may be necessary. 

To Induce sleep, wet a cloth or 
haiidlcerchief in cold water and bind 
around tlie wrist, tucking the loose end 
in securely. Tho cold cools the blood 
before it i-e;iclies the head and -what- 
ever draws or cools the blood will re- 
lieve the brain, and encourage drowsi- 
ness.

War Will Ensue With Japan If 
. Ships Cross the 
• Pacific 



It is In a sadly pes9imistic perspective 
that M.. Alexandre T^iar views the Am- 
erican navyj M. t|larjj.s foreign editor 
of Le Petit jQurnal| bf Paris, a' news- 
paper with 0, daily,. Qlrjpulatlon of \veii 
over a million copied, and has been in 
New York to rectify pr confirm some 
-well-established preconceptions on 
various subjects, writes an interviewer 
in Harper's Weekly. 

"Look here," he said, "If your fleet 
should go to the Philippines, war with 
Japan will be inevitable. But you will 
not be so stupid. The .Tapanose ques- 
tion is one of special interest to me." 

M. Uiar lias Iravellocl extensively 
tlirough China and .Tupan, and speaks 
with tho polite conviction of one who 
can afford lo tic.l'rr to others' opinions, 
tjoc.'iuse his own are incontrovertible. 

"You will not bo so .stupid as to send 
>-our fleet across the Pacific," iio re- 
peated. "'l''o .scnil it to tlio west coast 
(jf America may bo ,-i useful undertak- 
ing. It Is the biggest voyage that a 
navy has over embarked on greater 
than the journey of Admiral no,iest- 
vensky. No doubt it will be exxellcnt 
training for your crews, .and will en- 
able you to discover tlie value of your 
ships. But to the I/'hilipplne.s — no, you 
will not be so stupid a.s to go tliere." 

"You don't seem (o havo .a high opin- 
ion of the American navy." 

M. Ular didn't. One of M. TJlar's 
preconceptions is the typical continen- 
tal view, that a combination of co,m- 
niorcialism and patriotism is some- 
tiiing Inconceivable. He wouldn't un- 
derstand the Engllslv- wool-merchant 
wiiose Bword was his yardstick. 

"Are you aware that we have a fine 
homogeneous fleet, twice as large as 
Japan's, with the best gunnery record 
in the world?" 

"So you say. I want to see," said M. 
Ular. "The Ruslans said their navy 
was the finest In the world, and where 
are tliey'.' In Tsushima. The Japanese 
liave had two years' experience at sea,

"Of course the despatch of the fleet 
to the Pacific coast was necessary as 
n means of defence, and it i-iad to bo 
done. Look here, if you go to the 
Piiilippincs that will certainly mean 
war, and when the Japanese have 
beaten you they will land in California, 
and then I don't know at all how you 
will bo able to defend yourselves. It 
would be very interesting. If the Ja- 
panese land 150,000 men on the Pacific 
coast they can remain there ten years, 
nice Hannibal in Italy." 

"Well, he had to move on in the end, 
didn't, he?"

She is 
face to face with famine, and the in- 
dustrial and ecotiomlo situation is in a 
very bad wa.v. Now she has only two 
possible situations before' lier, exactly 
as she had in 1903 — either to secure 
enormous loans or to make war. Japan 
has ao rnuio li-al credit In the markets 
of the world — only moral credit, bo- 
cause the other Powers are afraid 
her. She thinlcs that if she can con- 
(luer tlio United States her credit will 
be restored again. .Tapan must have 
money, and slie cannot offer tho .'jliglit- 
ost security for a loan. Of course 
lingland will do everything possible to 
.avoid a -war, Init she knows that If she 
gives in to Japan the United States 
will take Canada. That would be a 
matter of two days." 

"What is the feeling abroad? With 
whom do they side?" 

"During tlio Busso- Japanese war our 
radical ' spcialists and public opinion 
tliroughout Burope sided with the Ja- 
panese, because people were afraid of 
tiie Russian autocracy. They didn't 
know that the Japanese autocracy was 
just as bad, and the Japanese parlia- 
ment a humbug. They said the Japan- 
ese had no religious superstitions and 
wore free and courageous. Now they 
are beginning to take a different view." 

"But was not thq French public in 
favor of Russia, on account of the al- 
liance." 

"Oftlciall.v, of course," .said iM. Ular, 
smiling. "Not the mass of the people. 
Only French officialdom was in favor 
of Russia, and tliat as a matter of pol- 
icy rather tlum of conviction. Talce 
the case of my friend Clemenceau, edi- 
tor of L'Aurore, for e:<ample. At the 
time of the war he was opposed to 
Russia, because he was a private citi- 
zen. Now that he haw came into of- 
fice, he has to sup])ort hei-, because 
Frencli invcstor.s hold three billion dol- 
lars' worth of Ru.ssian government 
bonds." 

French View of Situation 

"How do the French public view tho 
present dispute? What is the attitude 
of your own papers, for instance?" 

"We are very polite to the Japanese, 
of course, but wo recognize that the 
despatch of tho fleet to the Pacific 
was a necessary reply to Japan's atti- 
tude. As to the issue-^'' 'He 'Shrugged 
his shoulders again. 

"It's all - a auestlon of money," re- 
8umed-'M;''iriar, • '-'If "the -Japanese can 
obtain a loan ofrfrom two or:,th,ree liun- 
dred. million dollars, ors;- tjio ;i.trnited 
States can obtain mbney for'^Tvar pur- 
poses, -war/must -cesult." - •-. 

"Oo you mean to say this- country 
needs a foreign loan in order to engage 
in war?" : •' 

"The American government," he said, 
''has mone.v enough to carry on Its own 
business, but It Is not in a financial 
position to enable it to engage in a 
foreign war. It is possible that the 
despatch of the fleet was merely in or- 
der to test its value and to find out 
the weak spots la its organh;ation. 
But if tliere were no danger of war, I 
am sure IMr. Roosfivclt would not liave 
had the idea ol' seiuliiig it. The only 
thing that makes war difficult is that 
tlic French government will not 
nutlioriiie any .lapaiiese or American 
loan just now." 

"Surely they knnw that we shall not 
default'?" 

"Yes, but tliey don't want war." 

"Why is the French government .'jo 
Interested in i.ircvontiiig the conflict'.-"' 

"Looli here," said M. Ular, with eni- 
|)hasis, "If we givi- financial aid to 
the United States against Japan, our 
Indo-Chinese empire will be lost im- 
mediately. On the other hand, if we 
lend money to Japan our commerce 
with America, our silks and jewellery, 
will be seriously handicapped.

Intp the 
Pacific, Is" also entitled, to' distinction 
being the first steel vess^ completely 
designed and built In . this province. 
The construction of the hull, which is 
140 feet long, 28 feet beam and 5 feet 
deep, Is unique and combines lightness 
and strength to a very remarkable de- 
gree. She is the only stern wheel 
steamer known to have been bqllt 
without any kind of hog jjost or stif- 
fening above tiie hull proper and was 
tested accidentally in a remarkable 
manner without Inlury. 

While being moored alongside a 
wharf the Beaver drifted over some 
piles, which, as tlie tide fell, ll.sted her 
.•-rtern and wheel eight feet out of tlio 
vvate.- and held her until the tide fell. 
The builders and oflicers of the com- 
pany waited with trepidation, fearing 
that the hull had 'oeen injured. How- 
ever, on taking the water the most 
careful alignment failed to reveal the 
slightest distortion in the liull. 

The Beav-er's engines are of a type 
first produced by Mr. Rebbeck in 1895 
for a stern wheel steamer on the up- 
per Columbia and It was the remark- 
able success and economy of a larger 
engine of the same kind built for 
Capt. John Irving in 1896 for the 
steamer Charlotte for usiC on Soda 
creek :that led Capt. Irving to chooso 
the same type for the Beaver for the 
C P; N, company a'n<J .also led to the 
construction of others at the same 
time of still, larger dimensions which 
continue -'In ■the- niost' successful: oper- 
ation In the ' White ' Pass and Yukon 
compoCny's fleet i-uHrilng froih ■ White-

Althoiigh the plates used in the con- 
struction oC the' Beaver were only one- 
eighth and three-sixteenths thick, but 
seventy-two tons of • metal . being 
bought for the hull, yet she siiowiS no 
signs of weakness. An idea of tlic 
power of tlie vessel is shown when it 
is stated that she ha.s made eighteen 
land miles an Iiour In still watei'.

The suggestion is that a lofty mast 
with t'tvo yard arms be established at a 
convenient blufC at the Narrows and 
signals shown either by code 'pennant, 
semaphore, or shaped objects such as 
cone, 'ball, drum and 'square; 'one set 
of signals being made St. either side 
to indicate what shipping was entering 
at either end of the Narrows. For in- 
stance if a tug with a long) boom was 
entering the Narrows the .! signalman 
could fly the signal designed to notify 
the master of any steamer into the 
Narrows from the other side of the 
difficulty with which he would have 
to contend. There would be no diffi- 
culty in designing a code of signals 
which would soon become familiar .to 
navigators using the \vaterway which 
would give warning of a steamer, a 
tow, tug with scow or boom, or other 
craft to be met with in the channel, a 
service which would be of no small aid 
to mariners and would tend to further 
safeguard shipping. 

Capt. Logan's Cape Race ice code is 
arranged in two sections, ;: one section 
for use west of the 53rd meridian, the 
other for use east of that meridian, the 
former being sliown by code flag jibovc 
signal flag, and tlie latter without the 
code pennant.

The ill-defined use of passports once 
Issued and the possibility of emigrants 
bocoiiiing laborers after having been 
permitted to dojiart as "merchants" 
are to be rigorously controlled. 
Memorandun-i and Reply 
The'^ J^u Tsuishlh (Liberal News 
Agency) says: "After seyeral confer- 
ences with the Japanese; authorities, 
iStr. Lemioux forwarded' a memoran- 
dum to the latter and requested a re- 
ply froiii the Japanese government. 
The Japanese reply was received by 
:Mr. Lemieux Doc. 24. It will be re- 
ported to the Canadian parliament up- 
on his return. As may be remembered, 
the Canadian envoy has :been insist- 
ing that Japanese Consul-General 
Nosse repeatedly assured by notes 
1903, namely,, from the time before 
Canada's participation in the Anglo- 
Japanese commerbial treaty, .that the 
Japanese governnifent wbujd •t-olim- 
tarlly restrict their etnigrants to about 
six hundred per annum, and that such 
assurance would be regarded as a 
moral pledge given to the Canadian 
government. The contents of tile 
Japanese govoriiii-ient's reply are not 
dolinitcly stated, but it is understood 
by the Jiyu Tsushin that the Japanese 
government disclaimed therein the so- 
called' moral pledge on the strength of 
facts and historic relations." 

Mr. Npsse's Undertaking 
The Kokunilri Shimbun says: "The 
Canadian envoy seems lo have taken 
groiit pains concerning the wording of 
the report with reference to the nego- 
tiations to be ni.-ide to the Canadian 
parliament. The Jai>aneso authorities 
discredit the report that Consul-Gen- 
eral Nosso olllcially promised to re- 
strict .Tapanese irhtnlgrants to ' six 
hundred. If Such pledge were g>ven

Secluded amongst the bushes In tho 
westerh part of the park, he swallowed 
the poison. His groans attracted two 
men who were passing by, and the 
police were notified and had him re- 
moved to the station, where he was 
given medical attendance. The bottle 
of carbolic was found at bla side, and 
but little had been taken out Of It. 

Before Magistrate Alexander this 
morning Manuel pleaded ..guilty to at- 
tempting suicide, . and' was- 'sentenced 
to six months with hard iK'fabr. Fearing 
that he miglit again make an attempt, 
the court Instructed the police to keep 
a close watch on him. Manuel told the 
magistrate that he had been out of 
work for some time, and that he had 
been suffering from Insomnia.

— Statistics con- 
cerning the British Columbia salmon 
pack for the year 1907 when the pack 
of sockeyes on tlie .l''raser rivers was 
tiie smallest since that stream has been 
fished on a commercial busls, have just 
been completed by Vv'. D. I^urdis, sec- 
retary of the Frascr River Canners' 
association, and the compilation is now 
in tlie iiands of the printer. 

As every person in any way inter- 
ested in the salmon fishing industry 
is aware In a general way, the papk 
of last season in British Columbia was 
extremely disappointing as far as the 
sockeye was concerned. The only re- 
markable- feature in connection, with 
the season was the enormous run of 
humpbacks — so great that It was un- 
precedentedi 

The figures for the pack of the whole 
of the British Columbia coast are: 
Sockeyes, 314,074; red springs, 23,150; 
white springs, 2,939; pinks and chums, 
113,704; cohoes, 87,900; steelheads, (iS3; 
total, 547,459 cases. 

Of this total tho pack on tho Fraser 
river was made up as follows: Sock- 
eyes, 59,815; red springs, 3,448; white 
springs, 557; pinks and chums, G3,u30; 
cohoes, 3,576; total, 163,116 cases. 

The seriousness of tho sockeye situ- 
ation on the Fraser river may bo more 
oa.sIly appreciated wiien It is stated 
that in 1886, which was one of the 
off years, and one of the worst in the 
liistory of tho river up to that year, 
the total sockeye paclc amounted to 
183,007 cases. 

Preparations for tho Fraser river 
fisheries durlt;.g the coming summer 
are taking shape and. orders for tin 
plate and other cannery equipment 
have been placed. The preparations, 
however, are on a small scale, as' it is 
not expected that the sockeye .pa9k of 
the Fraser will exceed that of last-jyear, 
and many think it w.111 -be -lesB, ...-^

And tliey 
are eminent authorities, for Sir Oliver 
Mowat was vicG-chancellor of On- 
tario; tlio Hon. David Mills became 
one of tlio judg-cs of thii supreme court 
of Canada, and Sir Charles Fitzpat- 
rlck is at llio piosent moment tlie chief 
justice of Canada. These were and are 
.omlnont jurists, and moreover they 
belimged to the .same political party 
of which tlio lion. Kontlemen opposite 
are members, 

Japanese Treaty Also. 
Then, in additjo.) to all this, we have 
the Japanese Ireaty, -ivhicli in e.xprcss 
(uid alj.solute terms declares that the 
Japanese peo]ile must enjoy in our 
coiinfry exactly the same riglits that 
\vo, enjoy if we go to their country; 
and that there niu.st be a free inter- 
charg-e of peo]iles. 

Believes Act Useless, 
AVe have, sir, only authority to 
Icgi.slate within the provisions of the

on. 

You can take my personal opinion, 
sir, for what it is worth, but I am 
compelled to declare that in my opin- 
ion, altliough we may proceed and re- 
enact tills Natal act it is not worth 
the paper on which it is written.

John Jnrdlne, Esquimau — Does the 
hon. member pretend that this legisla- 
ture has no jurisdiction whatever in 
a matter of this kind? 

i\Ir. Mcl^hilllps— 1 say positively and 
williout fear of successful contradiction 
and 1 can cite ample autliority if need 
be for my statement tliat this legisla- 
ture has no authority wliatever to deal 
with the question of Immigration Into 
this country. Ws have no authority 
In the matter at all. And by the pas- 
sage of such Ic.cfislation we transgress 
the constitutional powers of the pro-

It i,'; fiuite apptiront, sir, in view of the 
opinions which the distinguished 
goiitleiiien whom I li:i\e mentioned 
have expressed that legislation of tlii,s 
Uiml Is . of no value whatever, and 
speaking for myself I am comiielloa 
to say, in conformity with the yiv.w 
which I expressed Iri this house when 
similar legislation 'was ijassetl, -wiilie 
I was sitting on' tlio ojiposltinn 
benches, that this action is merely 
taken In this , house in deference to 
the strong and sincere sentiment 
which :existe throughout this country 
upon this crucial subject, (Hear, 
hear.) I sald then, as I say now, that 
this Is not tiie chamber in which such 
drastic legislation should be passed, 
and. lf any apology 'ls heeded for pass- 
ing acts? of 'thlsVKittd I'^Havo only this 
statement to. make to the house and 
Hom'ewhat particularly' perhaps to ilu; 
hon, member, for Esquimau, who in 
crmimon vk'ith myself • feels very 
strongly indeed uijmi this subject. 
Opposed to Asiatics 
And now let mo declare here once 
for all. Unit I am most energetically 
oi)|)osed to the Introduction of the.s'e 
Orlentul peoples into this province 
anil into this Dominion of Canada. 
((-he(.'rs,) I do not care at all, .sir, 
whether these people ai'e Britiali sith- 
jeets or whether thoy are uliens! I 
do not caro one whit whotlujr they 
are Hindus or Japanu."=o or Chinese! 



I am in each and in every instance 
pronounced against them, and as a 
citizen of Canada I am most strongly 
opposed to their entrance into and to 
their ' presence In this country. 
(Cheers.) And I have not the slight- 
est desire, sir, to see upon this great 
and most important issue the Lilber- 
als range themselves In one camp, 
and the Conservatives in another 
camp. (Heai-, hear, and clieers.) 
Most Important Question 
In my opinion, sir, this is the most 
important question pos.sibly that can 
come under our consideration, and I 
would (;.\treinely like to join hands 
with the liberal party tipon this as 
well as on many other subjects which 
I believe to be vital to the highest 
welfare and to the best interests of 
the people of Canada as a- whole. 
(Cheers.) 

Rests With Ottawa 

But at the same time, Mr. Speaker, 
I must loolc upon this legislation as 
legislation, which cannot be in any 
way productive in positive results, un- 
(luestlonal)ly lis the Right. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain pointed out many years 
ago, this Ic.gislatioii is class legislation; 
and "ne on that occasion Indicated the 
course whlcli sliould be pursued by the 
i.^ederal authorities In the way of 
bringing into effect a legislative en- 
actment. That right hon, gentleman 
then invited the federal authorities to 
take action; and it Is beyond all ques- 
tion that jurisdiction in this matter 
rests not wit'.i the local but with the 
federal authorities. (Hear, hear.) 
Why Don't "Solid Seven" Act 
In these iiarticular circumstances I 
must express by surprise, in view of 
the fact that hon, gentlemen opposite 
do not inchico the "Solid Seven" at Ot- 
tawa to rise in their places in the 
Mouse of Commons, and to introduce 
In that house a Natal act. (Hear, 
hear.) 

"Why,- sir, do tiKise hon, gentlemen, 
these "Solid Seven," not do their duty 
in this matter? 1 grant, sir, that they 
might meet at the present time with 
unsurmountable dilllculties in the way 
of the invalidating Japanese treaty; 
and tliat if a Natal act were now 
passed at Ott.awa it would be a direct 
infringement upon the provisions oC 
that treaty. And I furt.rer liave not the 
slightest doubt that the Liberal min- 
istry which is at present In power in 
Ottawa,,- who would be directly re- 
sponslble,*for the passage of sucli an 
act, might hesitate for a very consider- 
able time before they entCcted a meas- 
ure of this Iclnd. I can readily under- 
stand all that 'from theii: point of view, 
but nevertheless,. I maintain that the 
entire' responsibility for , dealing with 
this very serious and most important 
question rests and wholly rests with 
the Liberal party of Canada. (Cheers.) 
And if it ai>pears th.'it this province 
is in jeopardy from the influx of these 
people It is idle and perfectly l)esldo 
the question to say what the Conserva- 
tives should do. (Hear, hear,) 

Speaking now as a citizen of t'an- 
acla and particularly in my capacity as 
a citizen of the province of British Co- 
lumbia, I am just as much entitled to 
have this "Solid Seven" champion my 
views as have my fellow citizens wdio 
are Liberals. (Hear, hear.) And If 
the general consensus of opinion in 
the province of British Columbia is that 
the entrance of the i)eople should be 
stayed, and that they should not be 
allowed to come witiiin our ,,l)or.ders, 
then 1 maintain that the "Solid- Seven" 
at Ottawa should form themselves into 
'a distinct iiarty; and sijeaking with 
one voice, should represent tlie senti- 
ment,s of the people of Brltlsli Colum- 
bia, irrespective of p.'irty; and demand 
the cniictnient of such legislation as 
will absolutely prevent the influx ot 
tiiese peoijle into our fair province. 
(Cheers.) 

Let it Rest in Right Place 
l.,et the responsibilll.v in this case 
Mr, Speaker, rest on the ri,ght shoul- 
ilirs.
